Large Room Capacity Policy 

All event and program rooms have limited capacity 
as set by the Fire Marshal. Even though your badge 
is needed to get into all events, it does not guarantee 
you access to any event if the room has reached its 
capacity. Additionally, all large ballrooms will be 
cleared in between panels. 

Line Formation Policy 

Lines for ballroom events will not be allowed to 
form more than one hour prior to the event, or 
until the line for the current event has completely 
entered the ballroom. Each ballroom will have 
signage marking the location where the line may 
start to form. Those in line will not be allowed 
to enter the ballroom until the previous panel has 
been completely cleared. 

No Photography Areas 

In the past several years, there has been no 
photography or video taping allowed in the hallways 
and common areas outside the Regency and 
Centennial Ballrooms on Friday-Sunday evening.
